(BEENE MAE® THE STATEMENT AFTER A SUPER-SECRET THREE-HOUR BRIEFING 
OF THE COMMITTEE BY CIA DIRECTOR ALLEN W. DULLES. MEMBERS GENERALLY 
WERE FAVORABLE IN THEIR DESCRIPTION OF DULLES’ PERFORMANCE. 

ALTHOUGH HE WOULD NOT DISCUSS WHAT THE CIA CHIEF SAID, GREEN SAID

"PERHAPS WE SHOULD BE DOING MORE OF THU THINGS THAT THEY aRE
